Uphold “Kansas Court” At Carnegie 
Library; Negative Meets Defeat 
At Morgantown. 


G. W. U. Men Set Record in Intercol- 
legiate Rifle Championship Indoor 
Matches Just Closed. 


Constitution,, Product of Council Com- 
mittee, Will Be Offered To 
Students for Ratification. 


Revels Last Into Small Hours of Morn 
ing; Reports Show Masque To 
Be Financial Success. 


Scoring the fourth consecutive de 
bate victory of G. W., the girls’ inter- 
collegiate team gained a two-to-one de- 
cision over West Virginia Saturday 
evening at the Carnegie Library. At 
Morgantown the ^est Virginia girls 
duplicated our honors, taking the 
measure of G./W.’s negative team for 
a two-to-one cou^t in their favor. The 
question debated in this dual contes t/ 
was, “Resolved, That the legislatures 
of the several States should enact leg- 
islation to provide for the establish- 
ment of courts of industrial relations 
similar to the Kansas Court.” 

At the Library here, Helen Carloss, 
Sarah Tilghman and Catfiryne Gayle' 
supported the affirmative against Jane 
Allen, Grace Kelley and Rachel Tuck- 
willer. of West Virginia. Mrs., Nanette 
B. Paul presided, and Miss Ma^y An 
decshn, Director of Women’s Bdreau, 
department of Labor; /Mrs, Helen H. 
Gardenpr, Civil Service Commissioner, 
and Miss Helen Jamison. Associate 
Dean, Washington, College of Law, 
were the judges. Edith Archey, Kath- 
erine Duggan and Filimora Wilgus, 
composing Q. W.’s negative team, went 
to Morgantown Friday, accompanied 
by Frances Parks, manager of the 
team, to meet Emily Riggs k Anne Caw- 
ley and Elinore Scott, of West Vir 
ginia. Miss Reibecca Pollock presided 
there and Mrs. George Debolt, Lewis 
A. Johnson and Hon. Frank B. Hay) 
mond adjudged the contest. 

Two different styles of argument 
were put to the test N at the Library 
and one found wanting, not because of 
but r? »er. because 
its sponsors failed to i ye a proper 
groundwork. George . Jngton’s 
girls stuck to the practk aspects of 

the situation and wove their hearers a 
chain of logic bristling with facts that 
were not to be denied. West Virginia 
wielded a different weapon. Each con- 
testant made her appeal more to the 
human element in manner, if not in 
material presented. The legal training 
of their opponents, combined with the 
advantage of beihg on home' ground, 
doubtless account al&> for their un 
doing.

Aft West Virginia, the affirmative 
made its stand for adjudicatiob of the 
claims of both sides in an impartial 
manner, somewhat as in the local con- 
test, and George Washington ques- 
tioned the constitutionality of the 
court and pleaded the cause of labor, 
comparatively disorganized, working 
at a disadvantage under the decisions 
of the court. 

The debate in Washington was fol- 
lowed by a reception at the Law 
’School. At Morgantown the girls 
stayed at the Woman’s Hall and were 
entertained at- the Sigma Nil house im- 
mediately preceding the debate. 


W. R. Stokes, captain of the G. W. U. 
rifle team, won highest honors in the 
National Intercollegiate Indoor Rifle 
Championship Matches this winter. 
The George Washington team won 
second honors in competition with 30 
other colleges, and set a record in 
prone shooting which is expected to 
stand for many years. 

Stokes shot 499 out of 500 prone, and 
467 out of 500 standing, leading Day, 
of Syracuse, and Martin, of Norwich. 
W. E, Burkinan, of G. W. U., was 
fourth. 

Of the ten matches, five were fired 
standing and five prone, and in the lat- 
ter iKisition the G. W. team set a sea- 
son’s average record which is likely to 
stand for years. The G. W 


The Masque Carnival held by the 
students of George Washington Uni- 
versity in the Arcade Auditorium 
Tuesday, (May 3,- was an innovation 
^and was attended by a degree of suc- 
cess commensurate with the great 
scale on which the party idea was car- 
ried out. Over 1,200 people were pres- 
ent, including delegations from the 
other Universities in and around 
Washington. By far the greater por 
Hon of those attending came in cos- 
tume. Considerable originality was 
displayed in the design and character 
of costumes worn, many bizarre and 
fantastic, others less striking in ef- 
fect, but all fascinating, which added 
to the sum total of the spirit of fun 
and hilarity which prevailed' all dur 
ing the evening. 

The affair was a new creation in the 
social life of this University, and was 
brought about through the untiling 
efforts of Bryan Morse, IWrector of 
Student Activities, and Earl Shea, 
chairman of the Carnival committee. 

Costumes ranging from gallant 
knights of medieval ages to frivolous 
ballet girls of the follies gave gay 
color to the occasion. Confetti, stream- 
ers, balloons, noise-makers and colored 
hats, distributed early in the evening, 
made a gala affair. 

The terpsichorean dancing of Tex 
Nall, Cam Burton, and John Daly in 
the intermissions of the dancing gave 
added “pep” to the spirit of the crowd. 
Phoebe Gates, attired in harem cos- 
tume, gave ^ an Egyptian dance that 
would haveirnade Cleopatra turn green 
with , envy. One of the unadvertised 
features was the introduction of a new 
O. W. U. song, written by Harry Soko- 
L - rw ’21, which was lustily sung by 
under the dtreettnfi oT Pres- 
ton Haynes, to the music of Sokolov’s 
Orchestra. 

Dutch Whelan s eight-piece band of 
jazz artists, situated in ihe middle of 
the auditorium, rivaled Sokolov’s Or 
chestra and proved especially attrac- 
tive by the grotesque costumes which 
they wore. Brooks Johns, of Whelan’s 
Orchestra, enlivened all by renditions 
of popular songs from hiS lofty percli 
top of the piano. 

The huge auditorium was decorated 
with streaming pennants, balloons, and 
Japanese lanterns. Many of the fra- 
ternities had decorated boxes with 
their banners and boats of arms. The 
president of the University and other 
George Washington officials, together 
with civic and naiional notables, were 
present and enjoyed the successful cli 
max of the University’s social season.

C. National Guard authorities for 
extending the use of the armory gal- 
lery to the G. W. team during the 
matches, but it is hoped that next year 
facilities affording more opportunity 
for practice firing will be available. A 
determined effort will be made during 
the simraier to -establish mi indoor-' 
range in one of the University build- 
ings. 

Minor letters in rifle shooting were 
earned By W r . R. Stokes, W. E. Bark 
man. G. S. Hastings, J. M. Barry, H. C. 
Espey, and A. G. McNish, and the work 
of ITaworth and Webb proved valuable 
to the team on more than one occasion, 
though they are not listed among the 
Jet ter men. 

Prospects for next year are most ex- , 
cellent. with nearly all of this year’s 
team back and several desirable pros j 
pective freshmen headed in the right i 
direction. 

Eligibility rules have been most ! 
strictly enforced in respect to the rifle 
team, though in so doing the team lost 
what would have been certain victory 
in the championship matches. Any one 
of three available students could have 
given the team the etxra points, needed 
for first place, had they been taking a 
few more hours’ work, but it Is appre- 
ciated that in the long run it is the 
best policy for all concerned to Wink 
at no evasions of the eligibility rules.

The following resolution, which was 
presented ( to the Student Council by, 
C. Walter Parker and

in the onward march of the student 
body toward the national recognition 
of G. Wti - ‘ " 

“In order that steps be taken imme- 
diately to provide for a much-needed 
building for George Washington Uni- 
versity Activities, in which to hold all 
Universitly functions, athletic, social, 
educational and recreational activities,' 
such building to be known as the G. 
W. CTnUmr toe Hr f '*• ' 

“Resolved: 1. That the sum of six- 
teen hundied dollars (>1,600.00) in lib- 
erty bonds, with coupons now due and 
to fall due at later dates, bought by 
students of the University during the 
liberty loan drives and presented to 
the Student Council to bo used for 
building purposes, and now in the 
keeping of the Treasurer- of the Uni- 
versity , be given to the Board of Trus- 
tees of the University to start what is 
to be known as the G. W. Union fund. 

2. The principle and interest to be 
flsed for purchase of equipment, sites, 
building, remodeling or rebuilding, and 
paying off obligations caused by said 
Union building. 

3. That this fund be permanent/* to 
be added to Crom time to time by the 
University, the Boprd of Managers, 
Student Council, Director of Student 
Activities, Alumnri Association of the 
Unive’ ,ty, and other interests, by do- 
nations, endowments or gifts; and 

4. That a committee be appointed 
from the Student Council to work in 
conjunction with the Board of Man- 
agers. Afumni Association, special 
committees and the Director' of Stu- 
dent Activities for the purpose of ini- 
mediately enlarging said fund.

Offer Medal To Promote the Study of 
Chemistry at Gebrge Wash- 
1 ington University. 


The I^aw Review will not make its 
appearance in the University this year, 
according to the latest reports of the 
committee in charge. There is no ques- 
tion but that the magazine will be pub- 
lished next year, financial support be- 
ing strong. 

Mr. McCoy, chairman of the investi- 
gating committee, interviewed the 
heads of the editorial staff of the Har- 
vard Law Review in Boston last week 
and received a great deal of helpful in- 
formation. He also talked to Mr. Van 
Vleck, former secretary of the Law 
School, who consented to handle the 
editorial part of the publication for the 
faculty. 

Eighteen hundred dollars of the 
$2,500 needed is assured, with a ten- 
year guaranty fund of $570, which can 
be used in an emergency or deficit. 

President Collier presided at the 
meeting held Friday, April 8, when the 
committee reported to the faculty. He 
expressed himself as being very much 
pleased with the prospects. 

The committee does not desire to 
run the magazine on gift money, but 
willing students and teachers have 
promised gifts totaling $376, which can 
be used if needed. 

While no journal will appear this 
year, the committee will continue 
making arrangements which will fa- 
cilitate and expedite the publication of 
the first copy next fall. 


The Alchemists, constituting one of 
the student organizations of the 
George Washington University, desire 
as a means of promoting interest in 
chemistry, to award each year a gold 
medal to the graduating student who 
has attained the highest average in 
chemistry. 

The membership of the above or- 
ganization voted unanimously in favor 
of the above, and after due considera- 
tion the following conditions are set 
forth, which will govern the award of 
the medal mentioned:

3. At least 76 per cent of the re- 
quired credits be for work done In the 
Gw^^Waahtyon University.^

Attendance of Classes Conducted by 
Dr. Mitchell Increases Up to 
Last Day of Coprse. 

A large audience, whidt) increased 
steadily up to the very last lecture and 
fairly filled the Concordia Lutheran 
Church, greeted Dr. Mitchell's eight 
lectures on "Poetry As a Means of 
Culture." 

The lectures were particularly in- 
teresting to students of literature, and 
included a rflsumg of the course, the 
Old Testament, the New Testament, 
two lectures on lyric poetry, and three 
lectures on Shakespeare. Stress was 
laid on the value of biblical verse in 
the traihing of young minds. Poetry 
was taken as a basis of culture for the 
nation and the individual, the best po- 
etry being that which has the most 
cultural efficiency and dynamic force. 
The great poetry was written by men 
of great and humane character, and 
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popular poetry appealing to a 


popular poetry appealing to a race. 

-- Modern lyrics were characterized as 
being too artificial and sophisticated, 
much of it founded on superstitions and 
passion without cause, there being no 
modern drama that will live. 

Distinction, was made between edu- 
cation and culture, education being the 
discipline or acquisition of knowledge. 
.For instance, a learned man kpows 
Virgil. Culture is based on discipline, 
but essentially understanding and 
feeling. A conflict is continuous in 
Europe between two divisions of cul- 
ture, the .HebreWic. or religious cub 
tiire, and the Greek and Roman, or hu 
mane culture. The best poetry com- 
bines these two. 

Shakespearecombines the highly im- 
aginative with realism; his characters

What Makes the Firefly Glow? 


Y OU can hold a firefly in your hand; you can boil 
water with an electric lamp. Nature long ago evolved 
the “cold light.” The firefly, according to Ives and 
Coblentz, radiates ninety-six percent light and only four 
percent heat. Man’s best lamp radiates mote than ninety 
percent hdat. 

An English physicist once said that if we knew the fire- 
fly’s secret, a boy turning a crank could light up a whole 
street. Great as is the advance in lighting that has been 
made through research within the last twenty years, man 
wastes far too much energy in obtaining light. 

This problem of the “cold light” cannot be solved merely 
by trying to improve existing power-generating machinery 
and existing lamps. We should 'still be- burning candles if 
chemists and physicists had confined, their researches to the 
improvement of materials and methods for making candles. 

/ For these reasons, the Research Laboratories of the 
General Electric Company are not limited in the scope of 
their investigations. Research consists in framing questions 
pf the right kind and in finding the answers, no matter 
where they may lead. 

What makes the firefly glow? How does a firefly’s light 
differ in color from that of an electric arc, and why? The 
answers to such questions may or may not be of .practical 
value, but of this we may be sure — it is by dovetailing the 
results of “theoretical” investigations along many widely 
separated lines that we arrive at most of our modem 
i “practical” discoveries. s , 

What will be the light of the future? Will it be like that 
of the firefly cm- like that of the dial on a luminous watch? 
Will it be produced in a lamp at present undreamed of, or 
will it come from Something resembling our present incan- 
descent lamp? The answers to these questions will depend 
much more upon the results of research in pure science than 
upon strictly commercial research. » ,
